I have the Code Warrior, Jr. and it's a good paddle. The spacing of 
the finger pieces is a little wide for my tastes but I have smaller 
hands. The basic design is good and I like the feel of magnetic 
paddles in general. Note that the base is of this paddle is fairly 
heavy. I wouldn't take it hiking :) 


The CW Jr. isn't fancy in either looks or craftsmanship. There's not a 
lot of high precision machining of the adjustments to allow 
ultra-close tolerances. My magnets have little chips missing out of 
them. It doesn't affect the operation, it's just a cosmetic issue. 


Small criticisms of the workmanship aside, you're probably not going 
to find many beautifully machined and finished paddles for $100 new. 
The CW Jr. works fine and will serve you well for many years. 


If you're looking for a great portable paddle, the Palm Paddle is 
nicely finished, small, lightweight and about $70 last I checked at 
Morse Express. 


And if you're willing to put in a little elbow grease, the Arizona 
sQRPions paddle is a steal at $25 but significantly heavier than the 
Palm Paddle.

I can copy W5USJ here in Baton Rouge LA EM40Qjk. That's the only one of 
the three at this time.
